Negotiations are underway this week for the purchase, by 
a private group of citizens, of a lot for offstreet parking in the 
heart of Sierra Madre’s business district.

The City Council asked for 
a little action last week from 
its parking committee, noting 
that it was “rather disconcert¬ 
ing” when the group’s sched¬ 
uled meetings “fizzled out.”

DEFENSE TEST 

Mayor Henry F. Korsmeier 
has proclaimed the week of 
Sept. 28 to Oct. 4 as Civil De¬ 
fense Week in Sierra Madre, 
and the City Council voted full 
support Thursday of the coun¬ 
ty-wide civilian defense drill 
slated for one morning of the 
week. 

The councilmen pledged that 
the CD departments would give 
full cooperation and called 
upon citizens to help make the 
test a success. 

Col. Charles Gildart, the as¬ 
sociate director of Civil De¬ 
fense for Sierra Madre, said the 
drill will be conducted sometime 
“during the forenoon of Thurs¬ 
day, Oct. 2 ,or Friday, Oct. 3.” 

“The exact hour will not be 
given out so the element of 
surprise can be maintained,” 
Colonel Gildart told the city 
fathers. 

Purpose of the full-scale drill 
will be fourfold, it was ex¬ 
plained. It will test (1) effec¬ 
tiveness of the air raid warn¬ 
ing system, (2) the public re¬ 
sponse to the alert program, 
(3) Sierra Madre’s facilities 
protection program, and (4) the 
mobilization of civilian defense 
personnel. 

Hypothetical problems will 
be worked out for the various 
Civil Defense departments, and 
each will be given an assign¬ 
ment appropriate to its line of 
work, the colonel pointed out. 

Sierra Madre, not yet having 
a siren in working order, will 
rely on the fire air horn to 
warn citizens of the drill. 

The local “red alert” signal 
is a three-minute series of 
short blasts on the fire horn. 
The all clear, “yellow,” signal 
is a one-minute steady blast.

It would be to the best interest of Sierra Madre to ease the 
restrictions on East Montecito until such time as the parking 
problem is solved. It is not a problem of the manufacturing zone. 
It is a problem of the shopping district. 

It sounds like bad business to lose tax money because of such 
a situation.

men who had over 100 overtime 
hours accumulated. He named 
one by name, estimating that 
he has 110 hours coming to 
him. , • 

“If that’s the case he should 
be paid, of course,” Mr. Eaton 
replied. 

Mayor Henry F. Korsmeier 
remarked that this matter 
should be referred to City Ad¬ 
ministrator R. Merritt Baker, 
since it is an administrative 
function. “Mr. Baker will take 
care of it,” he said. 

Mr. Baker reported that he 
has obtained “additional ma¬ 
terial” on his proposed resolu¬ 
tion to regulate working condi¬ 
tions of employees and asked 
time for further study on it. 

The subject of holidays (ie, 
what is and what isn’t a holi- 
i^y) will be included in the 
resolution, but it also was 
touched upon in the discussion 
Thursday night. 

Councilman Lawrence Wash¬ 
burn cited the “considerable 
amount of confusion” that re¬ 
sulted from Admission Day, the 
so-called political code holiday 
of last week. 

“We must set up a definite 
procedure for such holidays,” 
he said. Mr. Washburn noted 
that the banks were closed that 
day, but many public buildings 
remained open. 

Mayor Korsmeier observed 
that “the banks ciose at the 
drop of a hat, anyway.” 

Mr. Kinney asked Police 
Chief Gordon G. McMillan if 
his officers were being paid for 
holidays, whereupon the chief 
replied: 

"No holidays have ever been 
recognized in the Police Depart¬ 
ment.” 

“But it was the council’s in¬ 
tention that the Police Depart¬ 
ment was to operate on the 
same basis as all the other de¬ 
partments,” countered Mr. Kin¬ 
ney. 

Mr. Washburn said that Mr. 
Baker probably will take care 
of that in his resolution. 

Regarding their motion of 
“several months ago” to pay 
overtime, Councilman Eaton re¬ 
marked facetiously that “may¬ 
be we better disband if no one 
pays any attention to what we 
do.” 

A muffled reply from Coun¬ 
cilman Charles James was to 
the effect that it might be “a 
good idea.”

Legg, told the NEWS Tuesday 
that the board is studying the 
application and action is ex¬ 
pected “within the near future."
